It will be 
equipped with security lights 
and a storage space where fish¬ 
ermen can store their equip¬ 
ment. This phase also includes 
the renovation of the entrance 
facilities with more security. 
All the fishermen of the area 
were involved in the study and 
preparations of the work to be 
undertaken. 

It is important that all our 
fishing centers be properly or¬ 
ganized and well managed. 

With the systematic invest¬ 
ments of the Fundacion Centro 
di Pesca Hadicurari, very 
slowly but surely we are suc¬ 


ceeding in providing adequate 
facilities with their necessary 
security across the island. 

The investment in this other 
project has received a tremen¬ 
dous boost from fishermen of 
the center who have decided to 
put their shoulder to the task in 
helping with the physical 
cleanup of the area as well as 
with the actual construction. 
This way of working together 
obviously demonstrates the co¬ 
operation and unity that the 
foundation stands for. This co¬ 
operative effort is an excellent 
example and stimulus for the 
other jobs to be undertaken in 
the future at other corners of 
the island.

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — The Dutch population 
has grown by 700,000 people 
to 16.6 million inhabitants dur¬ 
ing the first decade of the 21st 
century. 

In no other country in the 
EU 27, the contribution of mi¬ 
gration to population growth 
was so small as in the Nether¬ 
lands, according to figures 
from the Dutch Central Bureau 
of Statistics . 

The Dutch population has 
grown from 15.9 to 16.6 mil¬ 
lion (4.5 percent) over the past 
decade. The growth rate is just 
above the average level for the 
EU 27. Unlike in adjacent 
countries, the population 
growth in the Netherlands is 
mainly due to natural growth: 
in the past decade, over half a 


million more people were bom 
than died. 

The contrast with Germany 
is quite obvious. Although 
German net migration is 
higher, the German population 
is shrinking. 

During the past decade, the 
contribution of migration to 
population growth was rela¬ 
tively -small. The contribution 
of emigration minus immigra¬ 
tion was the smallest of all 
countries in the EU 27 show¬ 
ing population growth. 

On average, migration ac¬ 
counted for 81 percent of the 
population growth in the EU 
27 versus only 22 percent in 
the Netherlands. There were 
more people leaving than com¬ 
ing to the Netherlands in the 
period 2003-2007.

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Kadhafi forces counter-attack as 
rebels cut his oil 


GUALISH,(AFP) - Forces 
loyal to Moamer Kadhafi 
launched a counter-attack on 
Sunday against rebel advance 
positions southwest of Tripoli, 
an AFP correspondent said, as 
rebels cut off an oil pipeline 
used to supply the Libyan 
strongman’s forces. 

Loyalist troops fired half a 
dozen Grad rockets into the 
hamlet of Gualish 50 kilome¬ 
tres (30 miles) from the capi¬ 
tal, and the rebels replied with 
anti-tank fire as they sought to 
hold a key gateway to Tripoli 
they seized on Wednesday. 

Just hours before the gov¬ 
ernment attack, NATO war¬ 
planes bombed positions in the 
area, the correspondent said. A 
colonel in the rebel forces said 
the raid struck near Asablah, 
17 kilometres from Gualish. 

In its daily update, the 
Western military alliance said 
its planes carried out 48 strike 
sorties on Saturday, with the 
focus on the port of Misrata. 
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The rebels on Sunday cut 
off an oil pipeline they said 
was used to supply Kadhafi's 
forces in the west. Around 20 
rebels shut off the valves of the 
pipeline to Zuwarah refinery 
near Khamassa. 

On the political front, a 
Libyan opposition Islamist, 
Sheikh Ali Sallabi, said he had 
been mediating with Kadhafi's 
regime to try to end the con¬ 
flict. 

Australia on Sunday vowed 
to keep up humanitarian aid to 
Libya, as a senior official from 
Canberra visited the rebels' 
eastern stronghold on Beng¬ 


hazi for the first time since the 
revolt erupted. 

France vowed to work with 
the African Union to find "po¬ 
litical solutions" to the Libya 
crisis, but insisted that Kad¬ 
hafi's ouster was a "key point." 

Meanwhile, the NTC is¬ 
sued a blunt warning to neigh¬ 
bouring Algeria, insisting that 
it must "stop supporting Kad¬ 
hafi." 

Vice president Abdel Hafiz 
Ghoga accused Algeria of sup¬ 
porting Kadhafi militarily in 
the early days of the war, and 
continuing to support him po¬ 
litically. 


Drug lord says cartel buys 
drugs in Guatemala and 
their weapons in the U.S. 


MEXICO CITY, (AFP)-Are¬ 
cently arrested leader of the 
Mexican drug cartel Los Zetas 
says the group gets their drugs 
in Guatemala and their 
weapons are smuggled from 
the United States across the 
Rio Grande. 

Rejon Jesus Enrique 
Aguilar, also known as "El 
Mamito," is a leader and 
founder of Los Zetas, a drug 
cartel founded by military de¬ 
serters. Aguilar was arrested 
on July 3 in a district near the 
Mexican capital. 

"We buy in Guatemala," he 
answers to a question about 
where they get the cocaine that 
they traffic. "It is not reliable 
(buying from) the Colom¬ 
bians," he added. 

The authorities declared 
Guatemala's Peten depart¬ 
ment, on the border with Mex¬ 
ico, under siege in May after 
the slaughter and beheading of 
27 people. The crime was at¬ 
tributed to The Zetas. 

Aguilar also revealed that 
the cartel purchased weapons 
that the United States had

smuggled into Mexico over 
the Rio Grande. 

Mexico has long called for 
stricter gun laws in the United 
States, which is believed to be 
the source of much of the 
weapons that end up in the 
hands of drug traffickers and is 
also one of their most lucrative 
markets. 

Los Zetas is one of the 
most violent cartels in Mexico 
and was founded by elite mil¬ 
itary who deserted to work 
with the Gulf Cartel. 

According to the Mexican 
government, in early 2010 the 
Gulf Cartel and Los Zetas 
staged a deadly war for control 
of criminal territory and drug 
trafficking into the United 
States. 

"El Chapo" Guzman, head 
of the Sinaloa Cartel is consid¬ 
ered the most powerful drug 
trafficker in Mexico, where 
more than 37,000 people have 
been killed since December 
2006 when the government 
unleashed some 50,000 sol¬ 
diers to pursue cartels. 


WASHINGTON, (AFP) - The 
US space agency is tracking a 
piece of space junk that could 
be on a path toward the Inter¬ 
national Space Station, where 
the shuttle Atlantis has just 
docked on its final mission, 
NASA said Sunday. 

However, NASA is not 
ready to say for sure whether 
the object is projected to col¬ 
lide with the shuttle and sta¬ 
tion, though the paths were 
likely to cross on Tuesday, said 
deputy manager of the space 
shuttle program LeRoy Cain. 

Cain said he was unaware 
what size the object may be, 
but expected more information 
later Sunday or Monday. 

Tuesday is the scheduled 


day for a spacewalk by two US 
astronauts aboard the ISS as 
part of Expedition 28. 

On June 28, a piece of 
space debris narrowly missed 
the ISS in a rare incident that 
forced the six-member crew to 
scramble to their rescue craft, 
space agency officials said. 

The high-speed object hur¬ 
tled toward the orbiting lab 
and likely missed it by just 
1,100 feet (335 meters). The 
crew moved to shelter inside 
two Soyuz spacecraft 18 min¬ 
utes before the debris was ex¬ 
pected to pass, NASA said. 

The size of the space junk 
remains unknown and no harm 
was done by its fly-by.

IOC recognition 


Keisha Wiel offered 
inspiring lecture at 
University of Aruba 



ORANJESTAD - An in¬ 
triguing and extremely in¬ 
formative lecture titled: 
Papiamento: the Language 
that Identifies the People of 
Aruba and Curacao was of¬ 
fered in the conference room 
of the University of Aruba 
last June 30th. 

Last year, 2010 Keisha 
Wiel obtained her Masters 
degree in Anthropology from 
the University of Central 
Florida in Orlando, Florida. 


Keisha’s thesis dealt 
with “Perceptions of 
the social status of 
Papiamento in con¬ 
trast to its official sig¬ 
nificance in Aruba 
and Curacao.” 

After successfully 
delivering lectures at 
the Caribbean Con¬ 
ference Association 
(CSA) in Curacao 
(May 30 to June 4th), 
as well as to the In¬ 
ternational Society of 
Language Studies 
(SLS) in Aruba (23 - 25 
June), the Center of Research 
and Development of the Uni¬ 
versity of Aruba; Keisha was 
invited to present several as¬ 
pects of her thesis to the gen¬ 
eral Aruban public. 

Keisha presented her lec¬ 
ture to a very interested audi¬ 
ence in which she shared 
information about her anthro¬ 
pological investigation.

The International Olympic 
Committee (IOC) decided last 
week in their assembly of 
members in Durban to termi¬ 
nate their recognition of the 
Antillean Olympic Committee. 
This was in keeping with their 
constitutional rules of the 
Olympic Charter. The constitu¬ 
tional rule indicates that for a 
new National Olympic Com¬ 
mittee to be recognized, it 
must be from an independent 
state, recognized by the inter¬ 
national community. Hence a 
relationship that was begun in 
1950 came to an end for the 
Antillean Olympic Committee. 
This came as a result of the po¬ 
litical and institutional changes 
which dissolved the Dutch An¬ 
tilles on October 10th, 2010. 

Along with the decision to 
terminate the recognition of 
the Antillean Olympic Com¬ 
mittee several additional meas¬ 
ures were mandated: 

To permit the classifi¬ 
cation and participation of ath¬ 
letes of the five islands to be 
eligible for the 2012 London 
Olympic Games 


These athletes will be 
permitted to classify and par¬ 
ticipate in the London 
Olympic 2012 Games as inde¬ 
pendent athletes under the 
Olympic flag 

In order to do this a 
temporary administrative (cre¬ 
ated by the former Antillean 
Olympic Committee) would be 
responsible for identifying, 
preparing and sending athletes 
to the London Olympic 
Games, under the supervision 
of the IOC with their technical 
and financial support 

After the 2012 Lon¬ 
don Games, the athletes who 
participated for the former An¬ 
tillean islands will fall under 
the jurisdiction of the National 
Olympic Committee (NOC) of 
their choosing recognized by 
the Dutch Kingdom: either the 
NOC of Aruba or the NOC of 
the Netherlands. This choice 
can be made just once for the 
2016 Olympic Games in Rio. 

IOC requested the coopera¬ 
tion of the International Feder¬ 
ations to secure the interest of 
the athletes and to facilitate a 


smooth transition in view of 
their competition relative to 
their classification for partici¬ 
pation in the 2012 London 
Olympic Games. 

IOC also confirmed their 
agreement, relative to the rules 
of the Olympic Charter that no 
National Olympic Committee 
may be recognized of the five 
islands that were previously 
part of the Dutch Antilles until 
October 10, 2010. 

The National Olympic 
Committees of Aruba and the 
Netherlands together with the 
IOC have already begun the 
process of deliberations with re¬ 
spect to practical issues for the 
implementation of this decision 
not only as this relates to the 
upcoming 2012 Games but also 
for the future of Olympic 
Games. This is especially rele¬ 
vant to Curacao and St. 
Maarten for championships of 
specific sports, as well as for re¬ 
gional and continental games. 
They realize that this discussion 
is going to be rather complex, 
hence it is expected that it may 
take some time to be finalized.

New spray could keep your 
clothes germ-free forever 



form — such as medicine, 
food packaging, and sporting 
goods. Hospitals could greatly 
reduce the risk of post-surgery 
infection by using garments 
and bandages treated with the 
powerful spray. Of course, 
until a spray is developed that 
takes the stains out of clothes 
without a wash, you'll still 
need to keep your washing ma¬ 
chine handy. 


— If you think tossing your 
clothes in the washing ma¬ 
chine is the only way to ensure 
they are clean and free of 
germs, think again. A new 
technology developed by re¬ 
searchers at the University of 
Georgia not only allows you to 
sanitize fabrics with just a 
spray can, but a single applica¬ 
tion lasts for the entire life of 
the clothing item.

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Is ocean garbage killing whales? 


— Millions of tons of plastic 
debris dumped each year in 
the world's oceans could pose 
a lethal threat to whales, ac¬ 
cording to a scientific assess¬ 
ment to be presented at a key 
international whaling forum 
this week. 

A review of research liter¬ 
ature from the last two 
decades reveals hundreds of 
cases in which cetaceans — an 
order including 80-odd 
species of whales, dolphins 
and porpoises — have been 
sickened or killed by marine 
litter. 

Entanglement in plastic 
bags and fishing gear have 
long been identified as a 
threat to sea birds, turtles and 
smaller cetaceans. 

For large ocean-dwelling 
mammals, however, inges¬ 
tion of such refuse is also 
emerging as a serious cause 
of disability and death, ex¬ 
perts say. 

Grisly examples abound. 

In 2008, two sperm 
whales stranded on the Cali¬ 
fornia coast were found to 
have a huge amount — 205 
kilos (450 pounds) in one 
alone — of fish nets and other 
synthetic debris in their guts. 

One of the 50-foot (15- 
meter) animals had a rup¬ 
tured stomach, and the other, 
half-starved, had a large plug 
of wadded plastic blocking 
its digestive tract. 

Seven male sperm whales 
stranded on the Adriatic coast 
of southern Italy in 2009 
were stuffed with half-di¬

gested squids beaks, fishing 
hooks, ropes and plastic ob¬ 
jects. 

In 2002, a dead minke 
whale washed up on the Nor¬ 
mandy coast of France had 
nearly a ton of plastic in its 
stomach, including bags from 
two British supermarkets. 

"Cuvier's beaked whales 
in the northeast Atlantic seem 
to have particularly high inci¬ 
dences of ingestion and death 
from plastic bags," notes 
Mark Simmonds, author of 
the report and a member of 
scientific committee of the 
International Whaling Com¬ 
mission (IWC), which meets 
this week from July 11 -14 on 
the British island of Jersey. 

How widespread the prob¬ 
lem is, and whether it could 
threaten an entire population 
or species, remains unknown. 

"In many areas of the 
world, stranded whale car¬ 
casses are not recorded or ex¬ 
amined, and in areas where 
strandings are recorded, ex¬ 
amination of gut contents for 
swallowed plastics is rare," 
said Chris Parsons, a marine 
biologist at George Mason 
University in Fairfax, Vir¬ 
ginia. 

The majority of cetaceans 
that die from intestinal 
trauma getting caught up in 
fishing gear probably sink to 
the ocean floor, experts say. 

"There is, however, evi¬ 
dence that plastic debris in 
the seas can harm these ani¬ 
mals by both ingestion and 
entanglement, and this needs 
to be urgently further investi¬ 
gated," said Simmonds, Di¬ 
rector of Science for Whale 
and Dolphin Conservation 
Society. 

The main threats to 
cetaceans worldwide are ac¬ 
cidental capture in fishing 
nets and climate change, he 
noted in an email exchange. 

"We don't yet know 
enough about marine debris 
to rank it against other theats,

but as it continues to sadly 
grow in the oceans, it will 
surely play a greater and 
greater role." 

Studies have shown that 
litter concentrates in so- 
called convergence zones — 
formed by currents and wind 
— where whales feed on 
abundant prey. 

Scientists have been slow 
to measure the impact of 
ocean refuse on animals liv¬ 
ing in or by the sea, and inter¬ 
national organisations have 
been even slower in taking 
action. 

In 2003, the United Na¬ 
tions Environment Program 
(UNEP) established the 
Global Initiative on Marine 
Litter, but it launched a de¬ 
tailed analysis of the scope of 
the problem only in 2009. 

More recently, representa¬ 
tives from 38 countries meet¬ 
ing in Hawaii in March 
adopted the "Honolulu Com¬ 
mitment" outlining a dozen 
voluntary measures. 

For whales, the level of 
threat from ocean garbage 
varies according to species 
and type of debris, the new 
report said. 

For toothed whales from 
the suborder Odontoceti, in¬ 


gestion of plastic pieces ap¬ 
pears to pose the greatest 
danger. 

Sperm and beaked whales 
are thought to be especially 
vulnerable because they are 
suction feeders. 

Less is known about the 
impact on filter-feeding or 
baleen whales (suborder 
Mysticeti), which consume 
huge quantities of tiny zoo¬ 
plankton and small, school¬ 
ing fish. 

A single blue whale, for 
example, eats up to 3,600 
kilos (8,000 pounds) of krill 
each day during feeding sea¬ 
son. 

Potentially, the greater 
danger here is from toxins in 
plastic that breaks down over 
time into tiny, even micro¬ 
scopic, particles. 

Collisions with ships, and 
tissue-damaging noise pollu¬ 
tion from off-shore oil explo¬ 
ration are additional threats, 
experts note. 

The IWC is riven between 
countries that oppose whale 
hunting, and those that back 
the handful of nations — 
Japan, Iceland and Norway - 
- that defy a 1986 whaling 
ban or use legal loopholes to 
circumvent it.

Poland urges fellow EU nations to beat designer drugs 


WARSAW(AFP)-European 
Union health ministers on 
tackled the issue of designer 
drugs, as the bloc's current 
leader Poland urged its 26 fel¬ 
low member nations to step up 
the fight. 

"The biggest problem is the 
distribution of designer drugs 
via the Internet," Poland's 
Health Minister Ewa Kopacz 
told reporters after talks with 


her counterparts in the Baltic 
Sea resort of Sopot. 

Poland, whose six-month 
term at helm of the EU started 
last Friday, has cracked down 
at home on such laboratory- 
created drugs, which imitate 
the effect of banned narcotics 
but whose individual chemical 
components are not necessar¬ 
ily illegal. 

Last October, Poland's par¬ 


liament passed legislation to 
plug loopholes that had al¬ 
lowed the production and sale 
of designer drugs. 

Violations are now subject 
to fines ranging from 20,000 to 
one million zloty (5,000 to 
250,000 euros, $7,200 to 
$360,000) based on the 
amount produced or distrib¬ 
uted. 

Until the change, such 


drugs had been sold legally as 
their molecular structure dif¬ 
fers from banned narcotics de¬ 
spite having similar effects. 

The authorities moved 
against the trendy so-called 
"legal highs" after they made 
headlines, with users hospi¬ 
talised and a handful of fatali¬ 
ties believed to be linked to 
their use. 

The authorities had had 


trouble clamping down be¬ 
cause the drugs' makers kept 
one step ahead by varying the 
composition — as soon as one 
chemical component was 
banned they replaced it with 
another with a similar effect. 

The now-closed sales out¬ 
lets also used ruses to duck in¬ 
spections, such as labelling 
packets of drugs as collector's 
items or garden fertiliser.

Obama hosts high-stakes 
debt summit 



WASHINGTON,(AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama awaited 
top Republican foes at the 
White House Sunday for high- 
stakes talks aimed at staving 
off a potentially catastrophic 
US debt default in early Au¬ 
gust. 

Republicans are refusing to 
raise America's $14.29 trillion 
debt limit unless Obama first 
agrees to curb the ballooning 
budget deficit, in part by cut¬ 
ting costly government-funded 
programs to help the poor and 
the elderly. 

The president and Democ¬ 
rats say they are willing to 
make some cuts to the so- 
called entitlement programs 
but want the Republicans to 
meet them half way by allow¬ 
ing tax hikes for millionaires 
and billionaires to increase 
revenue. 

Before the crucial White 
House meeting, Boehner and 
McConnell warned they were 
abandoning efforts to reach a 
larger, comprehensive debt re¬ 
duction deal because Obama 
and the Democrats insisted on 
raising taxes on the wealthy. 

The Washington Post re¬ 
ported earlier that negotiators 
were now left with a less am-

bitious framework 
aimed at saving 
about $2.4 trillion 
over the next 
decade. 

Both Treasury 
Secretary Timothy 
Geithner and 
Obama's chief-of- 
staff William 
Daley clung to the 
notion a compre¬ 
hensive deal could 
still be achieved but offered 
few clues to how the impasse 
might be broken. 

The US hit the ceiling on 
May 16 but has since used 
spending and accounting ad¬ 
justments, as well as higher- 
than-expected tax receipts, to 
continue operating without 
impact on government obliga¬ 
tions. 

By August 2, though, the 
government will have to begin 
withholding payments to bond 
holders, civil servants, retirees 
or government contractors, 
and the White House has 
urged a deal by July 22 to have 
time for Congress to pass it. 

Economists warn that if the 
United States defaults, it could 
lose its ability to borrow, sour¬ 


ing fraught financial relations 
with creditors like China and 
sending the already sour 
global economy into a tailspin. 

But Boehner faces pressure 
from Republicans close to the 
archconservative "Tea Party" 
movement to reject any com¬ 
promise that raises taxes, 
something he has already pub¬ 
licly ruled out. 

And Obama faces pressure 
from Democrats outraged he 
might agree to cuts in the fray¬ 
ing US social safety net, no¬ 
tably to the Medicare health 
program for the elderly and 
disabled, and to Social Secu¬ 
rity retirement benefits. 

The discussions are sure to 
shape Obama's 2012 reelec¬ 
tion bid, which will likely turn 
on voters' assessment of his 
handling of the economy as it 
claws its way out of the worst 
recession since the Great De¬ 
pression of the 1930s. 

On Friday the US Labor 
Department said the ailing US 
economy, still digging out 
from the 2008 global melt¬ 
down, had generated a paltry 
18,000 jobs in June and the 
unemployment rate had ticked 
up to 9.2 percent. 


New IMF chief Lagarde 
warns on US debt default 



WASHINGTON, (AFP) - New 
IMF chief Christine Lagarde 
warned Sunday that a US debt 
default would jeopardize 
global economic stability and 
urged warring American politi¬ 
cians to forge a compromise 
budget deal. 

A default "would certainly 
jeopardize the stability, but not 
just the stability of the US 
economy, it would jeopardize 
the stability at large," "And 
that's clearly against the pur¬ 
pose and the mission of the In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund. So 
we are — we are concerned." 

Without an agreement, she 
said she could see "interest 
hikes, stock markets taking a 
huge hit and real nasty conse¬ 
quences, not just for the United 
States, but for the entire global 
economy, because the US is 
such a big player and matters 


India's richest man attacks 
Western charity ethos 



NEW DELHI, (AFP) - India's 
wealthiest man Mukesh Am- 
bani on Sunday criticised 
Western philanthropy as 
counter-productive and said 
his own country's approach to 
charity gave more self-respect 
to the needy. 

Ambani, who heads petro¬ 
chemical giant Reliance Indus¬ 
tries, said that rapidly-growing 
India could create a more sus¬ 
tainable model in which busi¬ 
nesses were an beneficial part 
of society. 

Speaking in New Delhi, he 
described corporate charity in 


the West as "a system where 
the more privileged is able to 
share a certain proportion of 
their wealth with the less priv¬ 
ileged". "I fundamentally be¬ 
lieve that that kind of charity is 
by and large a disempowering 
tool. It increases dependency 
and reduces initiative and en¬ 
terprise," he said. 

Ambani, whose fortune is 
estimated at $27 billion, said 
India should look instead to its 
own traditions of voluntary 
service and anonymous giving. 

Ambani is known for 
speaking out in favour of more 
equal distribution of growth in 
India, where hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of people still live in des¬ 
perate poverty. 

But critics point out that 
Ambani recently built a 27- 
storey skyscraper in Mumbai 
as his own private residence, 
thought to be the world's most 
expensive home.

so much for other countries." 

Lagarde told ABC's "This 
Week" that she did not expect 
Washington to end up in de¬ 
fault, despite tense negotia¬ 
tions between the White House 
and Republican leaders on 
measures to increase the US 
debt ceiling. 

She added that a default 
"would be a real shock, and it 
would be bad news for the US 
economy. So I would hope that 
there is enough bipartisan in¬ 
telligence and understanding 
of the challenge that is ahead 
of the United States, but also 
of the rest of the world." 

Lagarde, the former French 
finance minister, took over the 
job of managing director of the 
International Monetary Fund 
following the resignation of 
Frenchman Dominique 

Strauss-Kahn. 


AIX-EN-PROVENCE, (AFP) 
- Countries implementing aus¬ 
terity programmes to reduce 
debt must protect "the poorest 
and the most vulnerable", an 
International Monetary Fund 
official said here Sunday. 

"Obviously given the very 
high debts burden for quite a 
few countries, taking austerity 
programmes and cutting the 
debt become very important 
for long-time growth," Zhu 
Min, a special adviser to the 
IMF management, said on the 
sidelines of an economic 
forum here. 

But he also stressed the 
need "to support the poor and 
the vulnerable". 

"We need to provide a so¬ 
cial safety net for the unem¬ 
ployed people," he said while 
underscoring the "need to bal¬ 


ance growth and austerity pro¬ 
grammes". 

"We are experiencing a 
two-speed recovery. At this 
moment unemployment rates 
are still very high." 

Zhu, a Chinese national, is 
tipped to become deputy to 
new IMF chief Christine La¬ 
garde, a promotion that would 
be aimed at giving more pow¬ 
ers to emerging countries. 

Asked whether he was pre¬ 
pared to accept such a post, 
Zhu would only say that it was 
best not to count one's chick¬ 
ens before they are hatched. 

Lagarde, the former French 
finance minister, took over as 
IMF managing director on 
July 5, following the May res¬ 
ignation of Strauss-Kahn, who 
is fighting charges of sexual 
assault.

Former US First Lady Betty Ford 
dies, aged 93 



LOS ANGELES, (AFP) - For¬ 
mer US First Lady Betty Ford 
died Friday at the age of 93, 
drawing tributes for her inspir¬ 
ing role notably in helping treat 
drug and alcohol addicts at her 
California-based health center. 

The widow of president 
Gerald Ford, who died in 2006, 
was also hailed for campaign¬ 
ing for breast cancer awareness 
and was outspoken on women's 
rights issues. 

"Throughout her long and 
active life (Ford) distinguished 
herself through her courage 
and compassion. As our na¬ 
tion’s First Lady, she was a 
powerful advocate for 
women’s health and women’s 
rights," said President Barack 
Obama. 

"She was a wonderful wife 


and mother; a great friend; and 
a courageous First Lady. No 
one confronted life's struggles 
with more fortitude or honesty, 
and as a result, we all learned 
from the challenges she faced. 

Speaking openly about her 
fight with breast cancer and her 
dependence on prescription 
drugs and alcohol, Ford re¬ 
moved much of the stigma at¬ 
tached to both illnesses and 
aided others who were battling 
the same demons. 

She notably helped create 
the renowned Betty Ford Cen¬ 
ter for alcohol and drug reha¬ 
bilitation in Rancho Mirage, 
California, where tens of thou¬ 
sands have been treated since 
1982. 

Bom Elizabeth Ann 
Bloomer on April 8, 1918 in 


Chicago, Ford, one of three 
children, grew up in Grand 
Rapids, Michigan and studied 
dance at Bennington College in 
Vermont. 

She divorced her first hus¬ 
band, William Warren, after 
five years, and began dating 
then-Navy lieutenant Gerald 
Ford a short time later. The 
couple married on October 15, 
1948, just two weeks before 
Gerald Ford was elected to 
Congress. 

They lived in the Washing¬ 
ton area for nearly three 
decades, as he climbed up the 
political ladder from the US 
Capitol to the White House. 

Ford, who entered the 
White House after the resigna¬ 
tion of Richard Nixon follow¬ 
ing the Watergate scandal, died 
on December 26, 2006, also at 
the age of 93. 

Public and private services 
will be held in California and 
Michigan for former first lady 
Betty Ford, who died of natural 
causes. 

On Wednesday, her casket 
will be flown to Grand Rapids, 
Mich, where a public memorial 
and funeral service are sched¬ 
uled. 


Prominent Argentine 
singer shot dead in 
Guatemala 



GUATEMALA CITY (AFP)- 
Facundo Cabral, a singer and 
songwriter prominent in the 
Spanish-speaking world, was 
shot to death Saturday while 
traveling in his car after two 
performances in Guatemala, 
officials said here. 

The Argentine-born 
Cabral, 74, was driving to the 
airport to fly to nearby 
Nicaragua for more perform¬ 
ances when unidentified gun¬ 
men attacked his car. 

I don't know how and why 
this happened, because Fa- 
cundo is well known around 
the world and I don't see why 
anyone would be interested in 
killing him," the late singer's 
representative, David Llanos, 
told reporters.Cabral was stuck 


by bullets several 
times and died in 
the car, police said. 

Another vehicle 
where his body¬ 
guard was traveling 
was riddled with 25 
gunshots but no¬ 
body was wounded, 
police said. 

Guatemalan 
President Alvaro 
Colom "is dis¬ 
mayed by this cowardly act," 
said spokesman Rolando Rob¬ 
les. 

"It is sad that a man who 
sung about love, peace and 
happiness has lost his life to 
some bastards in Guatemala," 
Robles said. 

Cabral's songs, which in¬ 
clude the 1970s hit "I'm not 
from here, nor am I from 
there," are frequently per¬ 
formed by other well-known 
Spanish-language singers like 
Julio Iglesias, Juan Luis 
Guerra and Joan Manuel Ser- 
rat. 

Some 5,000 people heard 
Cabral sing on Tuesday. He 
had a second concert on Thurs¬ 
day.

NFL: Talks mediator sets meeting 
for July 19 


MINNEAPOLIS, (AFP) - Na¬ 
tional Football League club 
owners and players are set to 
meet July 19 before federal 
mediator Arthur Boylan, who 
began a vacation by encourag¬ 
ing both sides to continue ne¬ 
gotiating. 

Boylan, who has overseen 
the talks since before the lock¬ 
out was imposed in March, set 
the date on Saturday but said 
talks that have intensified the 
past few days should continue 
in hopes of reaching a deal 
sooner if possible. 

Billionaire team owners 
and multi-millionaire players 
have been unable to decide 
how to divide $9.3 billion in 


annual revenues, sparking the 
first NFL shutdown since 
1987 and jeopardizing Sep¬ 
tember's scheduled start of the 
season. 

Boylan said he wants the 
July 19 session at Minneapo¬ 
lis "to define and narrow the 
differences between their re¬ 
spective settlement positions." 

Talks are set to resume 
Monday, the first mediation 
sessions between players and 
owners without Boylan, in 
hopes of reaching a deal that 
can save the start of training 
camps, set for July 22-23. 

The first pre-season exhibi¬ 
tion game, between the 
Chicago Bears and St. Louis 


Rams, is set for August 7 at 
Canton, Ohio. 

NFL teams have been un¬ 
able to make free agent sign¬ 
ings or trades or speak with 
draft choices during the lock¬ 
out. Players have been unable 
to work with team trainers re¬ 
garding injuries or use team 
facilities to stay in shape. 

A mad rush to finalize ros¬ 
ters figures to result whenever 
NFL operations resume if 
both sides want to keep the 
schedule intact. 

The NFL season opener is 
set for September 8 with 
reigning Super Bowl cham¬ 
pion Green Bay playing host 
to New Orleans. 


Yep, Jeter reaches 3,000 career 
hits with homer

NEW YORK, (AFP) - New 
York Yankees captain Derek 
Jeter reached 3,000 career hits 
on Saturday with his first 
home run at Yankee Stadium 
this season, becoming the sto¬ 
ried club's first player to 
achieve the milestone. 

On the day, Jeter went 5- 
for-5 at the plate, including a 


tie-breaking single in the 
eighth inning that helped the 
Yankees beat Tampa Bay 5-4. 
Jeter homered, doubled and 
added three singles in the 
Major League Baseball tri¬ 
umph. 

But the moment of the day, 
long awaited by Jeter after a 
right calf strain and a batting 


slump slowed his pace in re¬ 
cent weeks, was his historic 
homer, his first at Yankee Sta¬ 
dium since an inside-the-park 
effort last July 22. 

"Something I will remem¬ 
ber for the rest of my life," 
Jeter said. 

Jeter had not hit a homer 
since May 8. 

The only other player to 
make his 3,000th hit a homer 
was Wade Boggs, who was 
among the first to congratu¬ 
late his former teammate. 

The hit allowed Jeter to 
match his career high for hits 
in a game and was the first 
five-hit game for any player in 
the latest version of Yankee 
Stadium, which only opened 
in 2009, the last year the Yan¬ 
kees won the World Series. 
Jeter was the first player to 
reach 3,000 career hits since 
Houston’s Craig Biggio, who 
did it in 2007, also in a game 
where he produced five hits. 
Jeter also became only the 
11th player to obtain all 3,000 
hits with one club.

DRESDEN, Germany (AFP) 
- Sweden and the United 
States booked the final two 
tickets to the Women's World 
Cup semi-finals on Sunday as 
the Brazil of FIFA’s five-time 
World Player of the Year 
Marta were eliminated. 

The United States needed 
a tense 5-3 penalty shootout 
to get past Brazil in Dresden 
after the match ended 2-2 
after extra-time, and will next 
meet France for a place in the 
final. 

Earlier Sweden, the only 
unbeaten team left in the tour¬ 
nament, outclassed Australia 
3-1 in Augsburg and next play 
Japan, who eliminated two- 
time winners Germany on 
Saturday. 

"From an emotional point 
of view, everyone is really 


sad which is normal after a 
defeat like that where you 
lose in the last minute," said 
Brazil coach Kleiton Fima. 

The United States, the 
world number one team, are 
the only one of the pre-tour¬ 
nament favourites left after 
the elimination of hosts Ger¬ 
many and Brazil. 

US defender Alex Krieger 
hit the winning penalty after 
her goalkeeper Hope Solo 
had earlier saved from 
Brazil’s Daiane to give her 
side the advantage in the 
shoot-out. 

On the final whistle, 
American striker Abby 
Wambach had kept her side in 
the quarter-final with a dra¬ 


matic header in the 122nd 
minute to level the scores 
after Brazil star Marta had 
scored in the 92nd minute. 

The game went into extra¬ 
time with the scores 1-1 as an 
own-goal by defender Daiane 
after just two minutes was 
cancelled out by playmaker 
Marta’s penalty on 68 minutes 
which she converted at the 
second attempt. 

The US had been reduced 
to 10 players when defender 
Rachel Buehler was sent off 
just moments before. 

Sweden, who beat the 
United States 2-1 to finish top 
of Group C, dominated their 
clash againt an inexperienced 
Australian side.

tle he was asking for.
